OF NEW HOME 


- OF POST-DISPATCH LAID 


President Wilson: Wires Congratulations—Sen- 


ator Reed and Mayor Kiel Speak— Joseph 


Pulitzer ITI 


Sets Stone. 


The cornerstone of the new Post-Dis- 
patch building, at the northeast corner 
of Twelfth and Olive streets, was laid 
at 1:05 o’clock this afternoon. The sil- 
ver trowel, with which the formal act 
of laying the stone was performed, was 
wielded by Joseph Pulitzer III, 3% years 
old, grandson and namesake of the 
founder of the Post-Dispatch and son of 
Joseph Pulitzer Jr., president of the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co. The trowel was 
the same with which Joseph Pulitzer 


Jr., then 4 years. old, laid the corner-: 


stone of the Pulitzer building; the home 
of the News York World, Oct, 10, 1889. 

The ceremony was attended principal- 
ly by members of the Post-Dispatch 
staff, and by those having part in the 
construction of the building. Mayor Kiei 
and United States Senator Reed made 
short addresses. Their talks were fol- 
lowed by the dedicatory address of Jo- 
seph Pulitzer Jr., who quoted the words 
sent by his father as a message on the 
occasion of the Pulitzer Building corner 
stone laying in New York. 

Senator Reed Introduced. 

In introducing Senator Reed, the first 
speaker, Mr. Pulitzer said: 

‘“‘Ladies and Gentlemen: On behalf of 
the Post-Dispatch and as its represent- 
ative at this little ceremony, I thank 
you heartily for your presence. 

‘We are honored by having with us 
today two gentlemen who, as: repre- 
sentatives in the one case of the State 
and Nation, and in the other of the city 
of St. Louis, have been good enough to. 
help us to lay this corner stone. I take 
pleasure in introducing first, the Hon. 
James A. Reed, United States Senator 
for Missouri.”’ 

Senator Reed said the occasion marked 
a forward step of a great newspaper, 


which has done much for St. Louis and 
the nation. :

In one instance the 
American boats were so thick on the 
scene that the German submarine com- 
mander asked the destroyers Benham 
and McDougall to make way for him to 
blow up his prey. 

Gets Names of Rescued. 
Admiral Albert Gleaves, commander of 
the destroyer fleet, announced today 
that he had obtained the names of ap- 
proximately 220 persons, including 03 
women and 10 children, rescued trom 
five of the six steamers known to have 
been torpedoed. This list did not take 
into account the crew of the British 
steamer Kingston, which was still miss- 
ing at 10 o’clock today. 

All hands had been saved, the Ad- 
miral said, from the steamers West 
Point, Strathdene, Bloomersdijk, Chris- 
tian Knudsen and Stephano, Several of

The crews of all these vessels, with 
the exception of the Kingston, were 
brought to this port today, together 
)with the 83 passengers of the Stephano, 
and* were cared for by the officers of 
the Narragansett Bay naval station, 
and prominent members of the New- 
port summer colony. 

It was believed that no lives had been 
lost, and although the men of the 
freighter Kingston were reported adrift 
at sea in open boats, the fact that the 
weather was mild and the sea calm 
made it seem probable that they would

Of the passengers aboard the Steph- 
ano, 30 were American tourists return- 
ing from Newfoundland and the Cana- 
dian maritime provinces. All came 
through their rough experience without 
an injury, according to officers of the 
American destroyers, but lost nearly all 
their effects. 

Lieutenant-Commander Miller of the 
Ericksson, which picked up some of the 
boats from the Stephano, said that no 
attack was made by the submarine on 
this vessel] until after all on board ‘had 
left the ship. 


When the Ericsson arrived at the 
ligntship, Commander Miller observed 
a submarine about a mile distafAt and 
also heard three shots from the bow 
gun of the submarine. Through, the 
haze he could dimly make out the 
Stephano, the object of attack.

Munition Issue, U. S.. Steel and 
"  Merchantile Marine Drop 
Several Points.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—The stock mar- 
ket was demoralized at today’s opening, 
standard issues as well as war stocks 
breaking 5, 10 and even 12 points, at the 
outset, on enormous liquidation. The 
break was attributed to the German sub- 
marine activities and their possible con- 
sequences. 

After the most exciting half-hour seen 
in the stock market since the panic of 
1907, the tide of liquidation was stemmed 
by heavy volume of buying orders re- 
ported to have been sent to the market 
by important banking interests. 

The foremost feature was United 
States Steel on an offering of 30,000 
shares at 112 to 109, representing a loss 


over the week-end of slightly more than

7 points. 
The Mercantile Marine issues, common 


and preferred, were lower by 7% to 12 
points. Distinctive munitions, such as 


New York Airbrake, Baldwin Locomo- 
tive, Industrial Alcohol, Westinghouse, 
Crucible Steel, Studebaker and Pressed 
Steel Car yielded 3 to 8 points. 

Even standard railway stocks such as 
Union Pacific were subjected to tremen- 
dous selling pressure, Union losing al- 
most 6 points with declines of 2 to 6 
points in others of that group. 

Secondary prices showed no improve- 
ment over initial offerings, in some in- 
stances lower level being reached.

Marine insurance rates from Americaa 
to English ports today jumped 1 to 6 
per cent in consequence of the German 
submarine operations.

Some brokers were asking for Trans- 
atlantic insurance as high as 10 per 
cent and others refused to quote rates 
at all.

“I take a great personal sentimental 
interest in this proceeding—if I may be 
pardoned for intruding my 2wn person- 
ality—for this reason: On Oct. 10, 1889, 
lacking one day of being 27 years ago to- 
day, the cornerstofie of the Pulitzer 
Building, the new home of the New 
York World, was laid. And in the ab- 
sence of my father, who was Ill in 
Europe, the cornerstone was laid by ™y- 
self, at a few months less than foul 
years of age. And as the stone of that 
World Building was laid by Joseph 
Pulitzer Jr., 3 years old, so it seems fit- 
ting and proper that the stone of this 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch Building should 
today, 27 years later, be laid by another 
Joseph Pulitzer, also 3 years old, a St. 
Louisan born and bred, my son, Joseph 
Pulitzer III. And this silver trowel, that 
I used then, he is about to use now. 

“But before he wields his trowel and 
the work of building is resumed, I feel 
{ should repeat a quotation that, bet- 
ter than anything else that I know, 
expresses I am sure the feeling of all 
of us Post-Dispatch men toward the 
purpose to which this newspaper build- 
ing is dedicated. They are the words 
of Joseph Pulitzer, cabled from Europe 
on Oct. 10, 1889, when the World's cor- 
nerstone was laid. As they applied to 
the World building then, so they apply 
to the Post-Dispatch building now. And 
in that spirit I adapt them to our pur- 
pose today. I quote my father’s mes- 
sage: 

God grant that this structure be 
the enduring home of a newspaper 
forever unsatisfied with merely 
printing news—orever fighting every 
form of wrong—forever independent 
—forever advancing in  enlighten- 
ment and progress—forever wedded 
to truely .Democratic ideas—forever 
aspiring to be a moral force—for- 
ever rising to a higher plane of per- 
fection as a public institution. 

God grant that the Post-Dispatch 
may forever strive toward the high- 
est ideals—be both a daily school- 
house and a daily forum, both a daily 
teacher and a daily tribune, an in- 
strument of justice, a terror to 
crime, an aid to education, an ex- 
ponent of true Americanism. 

Let it ever. be remembered that 
this edifice owes its existence to the 
public; that its architect is public 
favor; that its cornerstone comes 
from the people and represents pub- 
lic approval for public services ren- 
dered. 

God forbid that the vast army fol- 
lowing the standard of the Post-Dis- 
patch should in this or in future 
generations ever find it faithless to 
those ideas and moral principles to 
which it alone owes its life and with- 
out which I would rather have it 
perish. JOSEPH PULITZER.

KRONSTADT GIVEN 
UP BY RUMANIANS 


LONDON, Oct. 9.—According to the 
Times correspondent at Rumanian head- 
quarters Rumanian retreat along the 
whole line in Transylvania except in the 
Marcos Valley is due to the fact that 
several division had been taken from 
Transylvania for the defense of Do- 
brudja. The arrival of heavy Austro- 
German reinforcements is also quoted 
as a factor. 

The Rumanian forces now hold the 
line from Predil Pass, south of Brasso, 
tu Orsova and the intervening line of 
lofty mountains traversed by few de- 
files and offering a strong natural de- 
fensive front. North of Brasso the Ru- 
manians are still in the Maros Valley 
and in touch with the Russian left wing 

‘It is undeniable,’’ adds the corre- 
spondent, “that the military situation 
presents many difficulties or the Ru- 
manians as they are fighting on two 
fronts against seasoned troops who are 
supplied with every modern apparatus 
of war.” 

. Berlin yesterday announced the cap- 
ture of the city of Kronstadt in the 
southeastern part of Transylvania and 
its leading industrial and commercial 
center, which was occupied by the Ru- 
manians shortly after their entry into 
the war. 

The German statement said: 

Transylvania: The Rumanians are 
yielding on the whole Eastern front. 
The allied (Teutonic) troops have forced 
an exit from the Geister Forest in the 
Ait Valley and a fresh advance threw 
the enemy further back. 

“‘Kronstadt (Brasso) has been taken. 

“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen (Dobrudja): Military works 
northwest of Bucharest were attacked 
by our flying squadrons and bombs were 
dropped.”’ 

Bucharest admitted retreat in the of- 
ficial statement of yesterday as follows: 

“Northern front: In the Alt Valley 
of the Transylvanian: Plain, in the re- 
gion of Hermannstadt, Fogaras and 
Brasso, in,the face of very superior 
enemy forces, principally Germans, the 
Rumanian forces have been cleverly 
withdrawn to strategic positions in the- 
Carpathian frontier, to insure a strong 
defense of the four passes leading from 

’ Rumania to Brasso. - All evidence shows 

that the Austro-Germans are bringing 

troops from all other fronts in order to 
make a desperate coup in this region. 
“According to the latest news, the 

Rumanians’ offensive has already been 

resumed in the Jiul Valley and Caineni 

Pass in the direction of Hermannstadt. 
“Southern front of Dobrudja: The sit- 

uation is satisfactory; the Russians and 

Rumanians are advancing southward.” 


Allies Worried About Rumania. 
The London Times sounds a- warning 
against undue jubilation over the prog- 
ress of the allies on the Western front. 
It gives two reasons why successes {n 
this theater should not be overrated: 
' first, the possible perils of Rumania, to 
whom it is difficult to furnish direct 
help and second, the failure of the allies 
to sever the German road to the east, 
the creation of which was the principal 
object for which Germany went to war.”

Sergt. Chrismer at Inquset “ays 
Chief Abused Firemen at 
Christian Brothers College. 


HAD HEATED ARGUMENTS 
Policeman Says Men Were Or- 
dered to Either Enter Build- 
ing or Go Home. 


Testimony that Fire Chief Henderson 
cursed and abused firemen who were 
unwilling to enter the Christian Brothers 
College building rotunda, where six of 
them lost their lives in Thursday morn- 
ine’s fire, was given at the opening ses- 
sign of the Coroner’s inquest, this morn- 
ing, by Police Sergt. Octa N. Chrismer, 
who was in charge of policemen at the 
fire. 

Sergt. Chrismer testified that, a con- 
siderable time before the fall of the in- 
terior wall which killed the firemen, he 
saw Henderson near a ladder on the 
north side of the building, ordering the 
men to go in. When the men moved 


slowly, Chrismer said, the chief called}. 


them “damned cowards,” and said, “If 
you don’t want to go in there, you can 
go on home.”’ He said he saw one fire- 
man running from the chief, who was 
abusing him as a coward and telling 
him to go home. 

Christmer, in his testimony, did not 
set a definite time for this incident, 
more than to ‘say that it was between 
8:30 and 10:30 a. m. He did not make it 
clear whether, at that time, the men 
were still needed in the building for 
fire fighting, or whether the fire was 
then under control. He set the time of 
the wall’s fall at 11:30. 


Complained to Captain. 
Hie said that when he told Capt. Gaff- 


ney of the Page boulevard station, of | 
Henderson’s abusive language toward 
the firemen and, later, toward himself, 
he and Gaffney agreed that he should 
make the facts public only in case he 
should be required to. 

He told, in considerable detail, of a 
heated argument between Chief Hen- 
derson and himself, which occurred aft- 
er the wall fell. He said he went into 
the rotunda, amid the debris, and was 
ordering out persons who h-d entered, 
when Henderson stopped him with, ‘‘Get 
to hell out of here and attend to your 
own damned business.”’ 

He said he went out, ordering in- 
truders on his way, and that later 
Henderson called him back ‘into the 
rotunda and said, “Bring a bunch of 
your men in and keep this crowd 
out.”’ 

Chrismer replied, he testified, that 
policemen could enter if they wished, 
but he added, “I'll not drive my men 
into this trap.’’ Then, he said, Hen- 
derson angrily replied: “You refuse 
to obey my orders? You forget I’m 
your superior officer at the time of 
a fire.” Chrismer said Henderson 
took hold of his shield, and that he 
told Henderson to take his hands off 
the badge, “or I'd knock him loose,” 
whereupon he said Henderson said, 
“You beat it, or I'll kick you out.” 

The Sergeant, when questioned further, 
said he heard no firemen complain of 
treatment by Henderson. He said he 
heard Henderson use abusive language 
to two firemen. Asked by Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney McDaniels to give Hender- 
son's exact language, , Chrismer said 
Henderson exclaimed to one fireman: 
“Damn it, go home. You are a coward.” 
Henderson called another fireman a cur, 
Chrismer testified.

Chrismer said Chief Henderson was ex- 
cited and appeared to nave lost control 
of himself. 

He said he saw firemen carrying pie- 
tures and bric-a-brac out of the build- 
ing before the wall fell. He said two 
of the Christian Brothers asked him to 
place policemen in the rotunda to look 
out for vandals. Chrismer refused this 
request as he thought it unsafe, he said, 
but placed men at each. entrance. 

Spectators were helping firemen with 
the hose in the building, Chrismer said, 
and when he protested, the firemen in- 
sisted that the men be let alone. He 
said he put the men out of the build- 


ing after the line had been placed. 
Patrolman George Nicholson testi- 


fied that he heard Henderson. order 
firemen into the building through 
the north entrance, but heard no 
abusive language. It was not brought 
out when the men were ordered in. 
Three more policemen testified that 
they heard no abusive language from 
Henderson, and that they did not see 
anybody strike a fireman. 

Patrolman John Woods said he was 
stationed at the northeast side of the 
building to keep spectators away from 
a leaning chimney. Under this chim- 
ney, he said, several firemen were un- 
coupling hose,, when Chief Henderson 
came around to them’ and said: 

Using Abusive Language. 

“Come on, you —— ——, get that hose 
up there.”’ 

Woods said he heard the Chief use 
the word ‘“‘coward” also, but was not 
clear as to just how it was used. This 
was about 10:15 o’clock, before the wall 
had fallen. He said Henderson ap- 
peared greatly excited. 

He said he was not near when the 
firemen went into the building.

A pamphlet calling attention to things 
which freauentlv cause fires has been 
circulated among the stores and fac- 
tories of St. Louis bv the local Fire 
Prevention Bureau. 

Persons in charge of stores and fac- 
tories are warned as to the dangers of 
carelessness and advised how to prevent 
fires. The pamphlet sets forth that the 
fire loss in the United States“and Can- 
ada averages $250.000.000 annually. or 
about half the cost of construction of 
new buildings. and that the loss is al- 
most seven times as large as that of 
Europe. 

The advice of the officials of the pre- 
vention bureaus to housewives in pre- 
venting fires is chiefly for the removal 
from the house of all rubbish and un- 
used furniture and the careful use of 
matches. 

Many fires, they say, are the direct re- 
sult of the storing of old furniture, espe- 
cially upholstered furniture, in attics. 
One-third of all fires, they say, are 
caused by the careless use of matches. 
It is estimated 10,000 matches are 
scratched every second of the day in the 
United States and each match is a pos- 
sible fire.

HOUSE TO HOUSE HUNT 
FOR ARMY’ RECRUITS! 


Government Agents Must Enlist 
One Man Out of Every Thou- 
sand to Meet Demands. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—A house-to- 
house campaign throughaqut the nation 
is being planned by the War Depart- 
ment to obtain the 100,000 regular army 
recruits it will be necessary to enlist 
annually hereafter to keep the army up 
to the strength authorized by Congress 
in the reorganization and appropriation 
bills. 

According to a new 
made public today, ‘“‘to meet demanda 
for the present and the immediate fu- 
ture, the recruiting service must be ca- 
pable of furhishing annually an aver- 
age of one recruit per thousand of pop- 
ulation, and this result can be accom- 
plished only by canvassing every acces- 
sible locality in the United States and 
establishing through the aid of avail- 
able Postmasters a conveniently locat- 
ed recruiting agency for each small 
area.”’ 

Tables have been prepared to show re- 
cruiting offices the exact number of re- 
cruits who should be obtained in each 
county and the number of men of the 
recruiting service to be sent to each 
county will be determined by the popu- 
lation. 

The order says that the number of 
the men who enlist in the cavalry is 
greater proportionately than for. other 
arms of the service.

|render of principle in securing this legis- 


lation without any proper inquiry as 
the price of peace. Evidently it is felt 
that a wage increase. could not be justi- 
fied in this manner. So it is sought to 
give the impression that what was done 
was to fix an eight-hour workday and 
that this was already approved by the 
judgment of society. A shameless per- 
version! Even as an eight-hour workday 
the judgment of society has never been 
passed on its application to railroads 
with their road divisions and hours of 
duty. The railroad employes themselves 
would desire to be heard on this point. 
If there were any such judgment of 
society, why did the administration lim- 
it the application of the bill to these 
particular employes. Is not the eight- 
hour workday quite as important for 
80 per cent as for 20 per cent? What 
becomes of the suggestion that the 
eight-hour workday was granted-not be- 
cause it was demanded, but because it 
was right* On this assumption, why not 
grant it to all railroad employes? Is 
there any special judgment of soctety 
for the 20 per cent? The more highly 
paid? Why does the bill except electric 
railroads and those railroads which are 
less than 100 miles in length? If the 
administration was giving effect to the 
judgment of society, why did it not pass 
the measure at the beginning of the 
administration, or certainly a year ago? 
Predicts Surprises. 

“I may add that hasty legislation is 
likely to carry with it unwelcome sur- 
prises. If eight hours is to be a ‘meas- 
ure or standard of a day’s work’ fur 
the purpose of reckoning the compen- 
sation to be paid, how are those men 
left who complete the prescribed num- 
ber of miles in less than eight hours? 
And how will a rigid eight-hour basis 
of pay affect present guarantees? Thera 
is much room for thought in this legis- 
lution not only on the part of those for 
whom it does not provide but on the 
part of those to whom it expressly re- 
fers. The Ré@publican party has not 
been opposed to the principle of an 
eight-hour work day. Many years ago 
a Republican Congress provided that 
eight hours should constitute a day's 
work for laborers, workmen and me- 
chanics employed by the United States. 

“This bill is a serious blow to labor. It 
undermines what labor has sought t» 
maintain. It substitutes legislation for 
collective bargaining. I do not speak 
of the validity of the bill. I am speak- 
ing of its policy from the labor stand- 
point. Is labor prepared to give up col- 
lective bargaining and to have wages 
fixed by law? If wages can be increased 
by law they can be decreased. 

‘The principle of arbitration has been 
betrayed. Labor has worked for this 
principle. It has won important victo- 
ries and public opinion has developed in 
its favor. But what becomes of this 
principle if arbitration is scouted and 
force is recognized as victor? The es- 
sence of arbitration is a fair, prompt 
and impartial hearing. It is idle to say. 
that such a hearing could not be had. 
That is simply to insist that we cannot 
provide for justice in this country. Such 
a doctrine is revolutionary. Of course 
we can provide for prompt, candid and 
thorough investigation and determina- 
tion if we insist upon it. 

Predicts Rate Increase, 

‘We shall never do it if we substt- 
tute force, or yield to force. Obviously 
unworthy is the excuse that the ques- 
tion of an eight-hour day is not arbi- 
trable. We have no such question here, 
as I have shown, but it is plain that if 
it were proposed there would be many 
matters that would have to be consid- 
ered before an eight-hour work day 
could be applied to railroads. Else why 
was it not fixed now—for all roads and 
all men? 

“I am not opposed to increases of 
wages if they are just. I want to see 
all labor property rewarded. But it 
must be remembered that if the pres- 
ent railroad rates are fair and expenses 
are increased by millions of dollars, 
then rates must be increased. This im- 
poses a burden upon the entire public.

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| - (MR. ROOT’S CHANGE OF MIND. 

Elihu Root denounces President Wilson for not 
protecting -American citizens in Mexico whose 
lives were imperilled and some of whom lost 
their lives. This is an easy criticism. The Pres- 
ident tried to protect them in every way except 
making war, setting up and maintaining a gov- 
ernment in Mexico. Would he have been justified 
in doing this in order to punish Mexico forsher 
chaotic conditions and to obtain redress for out- 
rages inflicted upon Americans by bandits and 
revolutionary leaders? 

If Mr. Root thinks this now his opinion is 
different from that he held when he was Secre- 
tary of State under Mr. Roosevelt. In a speech 
on the Mexican situation delivered then Mr. 


Root said: 


Granting that injuries have been done to 
American citizens, that ought to be redressed, 
that wounds have been inflicted, that lives 
have been taken, it does not follow, however, 
that we should begin the process of securing 
redress for these injuries by a threat of force 
on the part of a great and powerful nation 
against a smaller and weaker nation. That, 
sir, is to’reverse the policy of the United 
States and to take a step backward in the 
pathway of civilization. 

This utterance is in such complete harmony 


with Mr. Wilson’s policy and expression that it 
might have been written by him. It is a con- 
vincing defense of the Wilson policy in dealing 
with Mexico. 

What remarkable changes are wrought in the 
minds of men by political partisanship! Root 
the statesman and Root the politician are as dif- 
ferent as Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 
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The proposal to cheapen flour by adding marble 
dust is highly suggestive of tombstones. How- 
ever, digging our graves with our teeth is nothing 
new. 
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DEEPENING THE DES PERBES. 
Twenty-five workhouse prisoners are busy, with 


long-handled shovels, deepening and widening the 
Des Peres. They are equipped with hip-long 
wading boots, the water and mud being often 
deep enough to make these essential, They are 
continuing a task that has been begun several 
times and stopped by high water. If the present 
weather continues, they may before winter sets 
in make some slight and ephemeral improvement 
in this troublesome stream. 

But how futile! - Suppose a private citizen 
with means had a similar problem to solve—a 
little, filthy creek running through his estate, 
but dangerous after heavy rains. Would he pro- 
ceed to dig it out with long-handled shovels and 
man-power? Would he not set a steam dredge in 
motion, that would dredge the entire bed of the 
stream out almost between showers? 

Beginning at its mouth, a steam dredge could 
in a few weeks’ time eat its way up-stream, deep- 
ening and widening the river as it ascended. It 
could cut across angles and straighten the bed 
of the stream as it proceeded. And in a single 
season we might have a fairly straight, deep 
Des Peres up to the point where it enters Forest 
Park. With the present penny-wise methods we 
may perhaps see this result in about 20 years, if 
at all. 
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WHERE WAS MR. DYER? 
A compilation designed to place in contrast the 


utterances of Mr. Wilson and Mr. Hughes on labor 
problems has been made by Congressman L. C. 
Dyer of St, Louis, and is being circulated as a 
campaign document by Republicans. 

Every statement of fact relating to labor which 
has been made by Mr. Wilson as a writer of his- 
tory, every expression of dissent with mistaken 
policies or misguided labor leaders is reproduced 
in the unsuccessful attempt to show a hostile atti- 
tude to unionism on the President’s part. All 
these quotations were painstakingly separated 
from their context in the 1912 campaign and re- 
published. The voters have already pronounced 
on them. 

By way of a parallel to these, every statement 
by Mr. Hughes that can be tortured into an ex- 
pression of friendliness to labor—the conventional 
phrases of letters or executive messages, the fa- 
miliar chatter evidencing the just-before-election 
solicitude for labor of candidates for office—is re- 
produced. Much more in point than Mr. Hughes’ 
past attitude would be Mr. Hughes’ present atti- 
tude toward labor, as shown by his vicious at- 
tacks on the eight-hour law. 

And just as much in point is Congressman 
Dyer’s own present attitude toward labor. On 
the eight-hour bill he is recorded as “‘not voting.” 
That the greatest principle of modern unionism 
would come to an issue in Congress was made evi- 
dent long enough in advance to permit any true 
friend of labor among absent members to return. 
Where was Mr. Dyer when the vote came? 

Why did he dodge and leave to Mr. Meeker the 
honor of being the sole Missouri Congressman to 
oppose the eight-hour principle and the preven- 
tion of the strike? 
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PREVENTABLE FIRE WASTE. 
Today is Fire Prevention day. It is the an- 
niversary of the great Chicago fire and is gen- 
erally observed throughout the United States. 
It is a day in which to consider and put in force 
ways and means for the prevention of the tre- 
mendous loss, in life and property, suffered on 
account of preventable fires every year. 
In 1915, for example, in addition to about 5000 
deaths by fire, the country lost $184,989,100 in 
property values from fires and conflagrations. 
The fire loss for the first nine months of 1916 
was §$163,535,220, which is nearly $60,000,000 
larger than for the same period of the previous 


jyear, Are we becoming more careless regarding 


fire precautions? 

The state fire marshals and fire prevention 
authorities agree that 75 per cent of this loss is 
preventable. It must be, because, in Europe the 
annual per capita fire waste is 33 cents, against 
$2.60 In the United States. Is it because we are 
richer that we are more careless than are Hu- 
ropeans? We throw away many millions in 
high fire insurance rates as a result of this care. 
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: 
‘that rubbish does not accumulate; that combus-] 


table fluids, such as gasoline, are handled with 
‘due caution, that furnaces, stoves and other 
sources of heat or light or power are equipped 
and so managed as to be safe, especially during 
the winter months, when so many fires are started 
by overheated furnaces and stoves. 

This grievous annual loss of life and substance 
is no visitation of providence. We can control 
it. To permit it to continue unchecked is a na- 


tional disgrace. 
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THE EXPECTED SUBMARINE WARFARE, 

The Amsterdam Courant claims to have positive 
information about the resumption of the submar- 
ine warfare on the part of Germany. In that con- 


nection it says: 

At Wilhelmshaven, the great German Naval 
base, there are over a hundred of these little 
monsters, ready to take to the waters of the 
Baltic and the Northsea; and at Zeebruegge, tn 
the North of Belgium there are as many more 
to destroy commerce in the Channel and es- 
pecially to break the line of troops and food 
supplies between England and France, if not 
also to boldly attack Calais, Dunkirk and 
Boulogne. 

According to the paper the old plan of Von 
Tirpitz is to be followed, that is, to completely iso- 


late Britain from the Continent, to let no food 


stroy the British fleet in the Baltic and the North 
Sea, so as to make mobile the German fleet, 
stationed in either water.” 

The new fleet, “according to eyewitnesses,” con- 
sists of submarines fitted out after the pattern of 
the “‘Deutschland,’ and -competent to weather 
heavy seas, carry enough fuel and provisions to 
provide for six weeks’ trips, and able to discharge 
torpedoes without coming to the surface. 

The Muenchener Tageblatt says this about the 
resumption on new lines of the undersea warfare: 


The world is fighting us, openly or covertly; 
and Germany shall not lose, We have said 
what there is to say about America and Japan. 
furnishing munitions. That must stop, and 
Germafty will stop it. It seems, we have not 
one friend. Well, if they are all enemies at 
heart, let them look to it. We can and shall 
tear down the masks. 

The Magdeburg Sonntagsblatt adds: 

Now we shall, of course, get complaints from 
the “Neutrals.” But we cannot find a crea- 
ture of that species. There are those that say, 
they are neutral; vet they flirt (liebaeugeln) 
with our enemies, and furnish them munitions 
and food. We can recognize as “neutral” only 
those nations that will let us fight it out, and 
allow everybody to stand on his own re- 
sources absolutely, as we stand on ours ab- 
solutely. We have gotten the “Deutschland” 
and the “Bremen” across; we shal] get our 
whole fleet across, if need be to form a cordon, 
Then if Germany starves she will have com- 
pany. 


The enemies of the President seem annoyed 
by the repetition, “He kept us out of war.” 
Nevertheless it is simple truth that disturbs no 
thoughtful genuine American patriot. 
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CHILD LABOR LEGISLATION. 

The Federal child labor law was passed by a 
majority of both parties in Congress, and its 
soundness is vouched for by Senator Cummins, 
one of the Republican members of the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce Committee, which studied it 
carefully, and, as Senator Cummins says, “‘em- 
ployed the utmost care to exclude every possible 
objection to its validity consistent with its ef- 
fectiveness.”’ 

But because the bill was signed by a Democratic 
President and because this is campaign year, Re- 
publican leaders are doing all they can to dis- 
credit the law as a Democratic “gold brick.” The 
technical objections put forth by Republican lead- 
ers are fully answered in a pamphlet just issued 
by the National Child Labor Committee, 105 East 
Twenty-second street, New York. The bill is 
shown to be legally and practically as perfect as 
human ingenuity could make it. 

As a product of Republican as well as Demo- 
cratic legislative activity, with what grace can 
Mr. Hughes carp at this law because, as he says, it 
affects only 150,000 of the more than 1,000,000 
*hild workers in the country? He must be aware 
that, if the Congress which passed it and the Presi- 
dent who signed it had each and all been Repub- 
licans, they could not have made it apply to a 
single child laborer over and above the 150,000 
who will be benefited by it. 

However, the fact that there are so many 
children still unprotected by law, while no dis- 
credit to the Federal Government, shows that the 
friends of the children have a great deal more to 
do, in compelling protective legislation in every 
State that now lacks it. 

Missouri hag a child labor law, but a committee 
of the State Senate has in hand the work of draft- 
ing a code of laws relating to children which 
should result in something better than the exist- 
ing child labor law. Other States are making 
progress, but much remains to be done to rescue 
the army of child workers from stultifying drudg- 
ery and restore them the privileges, joys and op- 
portunities of normal childhood.

Are Wondering What New Penn 
Mentor Will Do With For- 
ward Pass. 


PHILADBDLPHIA, Oct. &8.—Nearly 
every big university in the country has 
experimented at one time or another 
with a wide-open use of the forward 
pass as its principal weapon of attack 


in football. 

And practically without exception such 
teams have eventually come to grief un- 
less they had a strong running attack 
with which to vary the forward passing 
offense. Yale was the last big team to 
stake everything on this play. Frank 
Hinkey promise to rejuvenate Yale 
football -with it, but after serving two 
years of his three-year contract he had 
to give up. He found to his sorrow 
that the forward pass, at least as he 
used it, was not a play which would 
form the nucleus of a winning offense. 

In view of Yale’s misfortunes, there is 
more or less skepticisn among football 
critics as to the success Pennsylvania 
will achieve with the forward pass un- 
der the coaching of Bob Folwell. It 
was the forward pass which made Fol- 
well famous at Washington and Jeffer- 
son. Curiously enough it was the skill 
of Folwell’s team to forward pass that 
beat Yale twice in succession, and with 
the Elis specializing on the same play, 
too. Yale was twice badly beaten by the 
very play which Hinkey said would be 
Yale’s salvation. ° 


Are Slow to Develop 


But those who know Folwell’s system 
best declare that he will not suffer as 
Hinkey did. There are two reasons for 
this. One is that Folwell doesn’t be- 
lieve in nor use the long indiscriminate 


passing game which Yale attempted. 
Folwell makes use of the short, run- 
ning pass, termed the “‘baseball’’ pass. 
The other reason is that Folwell teaches 
the running, plunging game. This gives 
his team an ideally-varied attack. 

There .is no question that Americans 
have bé@n inexcusably slow in the de- 
velopment of the running, passing game 
which features English rugby. ere- 
tofore, the usual forward pass has been 
a long, deliberate heave which the man 
receiving has had to catch standing still. 
The pass which Folwell has been teach- 
ing is a short one, with the ball snapped 
so fast that the opposition has no 
chance to intercept it. The success of 
this play depends almost entirely upon 
the ability of the players to catch the 
ball on the run. Folwell contends that 
the average football player doesn’t know 
how to catch a football, and that any 
man can be taught to catch the ball 
with certainty and while on the run. 

If it be granted that Folwell knows 
how to make the forward pass go, the 
fact still remains that the sort of run- 
ning, goal-kicking attack which Harvard 
has maintained under the coaching of 
Percy Haughton is the soundest football 
that can be taught. Football still re- 
mains a game whose success depends 
upon much the same principles as war. 
With two evenly matched armies the 
one which can conceal the point of at- 
tack and then after scattering the en- 
emy’s defense, hurl all its force upon a 
given weak point is bound to be the 
victor. It is the same in football. Har- 
vard was invincible last year largely be- 
cause with Mahan as a battering ram 
the Crimson was able to mask its at- 
tack so cleverly. The Crimson uses the 
forward pass very seldom, then only to 
teed d the attack or spread out the de- 
ense.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct, 9.—Attorneys 
representing Kuhn, Loeb & Co., New 
York bankers, today filed with the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission an ap- 
plication for approval of a plan for the 
reorganization of the Missouri Pacific 
and Iron Mountain Railroads, which 
have been in receivership since Aug. 19, 
1915. The plan provides for an assess- 
ment of $50 a share on all outstanding 
stock, and for a capitalization of the 
reorganized company at  $379,372,282. 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. are named as reor- 
ganization managers.

ALUMINUM PLANT STRIKE 


Some of Employes Reject Proposal to 
Pay Them on Own, Instead of 
Company’s Time. 

About 450 employes of the Aluminum 
Company of America, oné of the largest 
manufacturing plants in East St. Louis— 
millwrights, carpenters, electricians and 
steamfitters—walked out this morning, 
and after meeting in the auditorium of 
the city hall framed demands for an 

eight-hour day and increase in wages. 

Saturday the company announced its 


employes would be paid after 5 p. m., on 
their own time, instead of during "the 


day on the company’s time, as hereto- 
fore.
